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which Petition appearing to us as tending to the advancement 
of Maionry and the good of the Craft : 

Stfoto ¥e, Therefore, That we, the Grand Lodge 
aforefaid, repofing fpecial Trull and Confidence in the 
Prudence and Fidelity of our Brethren above named, have 
conftituted and appointed, and by thefe Prefents do conftitute 
and appoint, them, the faid Brethren, a regular £otoge of 
§x ee auto filccepteto f£C ason*, under the title and defig- 
nation of “ffiJSfltfllOto 2Letof0 ttOfcfle,” hereby 
giving and granting unto them and their fucceflors, full 
power and authority to convene Mafons, within the City of 
Bofton, in the County of Suffolk, and Commonwealth 
aforefaid, — to receive and enter Apprentices, pafs Fellow 
Crafts, and raife Mailer Mafons, upon the payment of fuch 
compenfation for the fame as may be determined by the 
Grand Lodge. Alfo, to make choice of a Mailer, Wardens, 
and other Office Bearers, annually, or otherwife, as they 
ihall fee cauie ; to receive and colled Funds for the relief of 
poor and diftreffed Brethren, their Widows or Children, 
and in general to tranfadl all matters relating to Maionry, 
which to them may appear to be for the good of the Craft, 
according to the ancient ufages and cuftoms of Mafons. 

And we do hereby require the faid conftituted Brethren, 
to attend the Grand Lodge at its quarterly communications, 
and other meetings, by their Mailer and Wardens, or by 
Proxies regularly appointed ; alfo, to keep a fair and regular 
record of all their proceedings, and to lay them before the 
Grand Lodge when required. 



And we do enjoin upon our Brethren of the faid Lodge, 
that they be punctual in the quarterly payment of fuch fums 
as may be aflefled for the fupport of the Grand Lodge,— 
that they behave themfelves refpe&fully and obediently to 
their fuperiors in office, and in all other relpefts conduct 
themfelves as good Mafons. 

And we do hereby declare the Precedence of the faid 
Lodge, in the Grand Lodge and ellewhere, to commence 
from the twenty-feventh day of December, A. L., five 
eight fifty-five.

Mailer and Grand Wardens, by virtue of 
the power and authority to us committed, 
have hereunto fet our Hands and caufed the Seal of our 
Grand Lodge to be affixed, at Bollon, this tenth day of 
December, Anno Domini, one thoufand eight hundred and 
fifty-fix, and of Mafonry, five thoufand eight hundred and 
fifty-fix.

Section Three. This Lodge fliall 
hold a dated meeting on the fecond Friday 
of every month, (July and Auguft ex- 
cepted, by fpecial vote,) at Mafons’ Hall, 
in the Mafonic Temple, Bofton, for lec- 
tures and work. 


Section Four. There fliall be four 
Members’ Quarterly Meetings in each 
year, to which vifitors fliall not be ad- 
mitted, to be held on the fourth Friday 
in February, May, Auguft and November, 
for the admiflion of members, and for the 
tranfadion of the private bufinefs of the 
Lodge. 


Section Five. The Annual Meeting 
for the choice of Officers fliall be held at 
the regular Quarterly Meeting in Novem- 
ber; but fliould the Lodge fail to eled 
officers at that meeting, the Matter fliall 
call a fpecial one for that purpofe. 
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ARTICLE TWO. 

Officers. 

Section One. The officers of this what and 
Lodge {hall confift of a Mafter, Senior and h< ? w , 

. appointed. 

Junior Warden, Treafurer, and Secretary, 
who {hall be eleded by ballot ; and of a 
Chaplain, Marfhal, Senior and Junior Dea- 
con, Senior and Junior Steward, Organift, 

Sentinel, and Tyler, and fuch others as 
{hall be, by the Lodge, judged expedient, 
who {hall be appointed by the Mafter, 
after confultation with the Wardens, and 
removed at his pleafure. And a negled, 
on the part of either of the above named 
officers, to perform the duties of his office, 
for three confecutive regular meetings, 

{hall be confidered a refignation thereof. 
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ARTICLE THREE. 

Duties of Officers. 

Mafter. Section One. The Matter Ihall prefide 
over, govern and inftrud the Lodge ; order 
fpecial meetings whenever the interett of 
the Lodge fliall require them; appoint all 
committees not otherwife provided for by 
the By-Laws and Votes of the Lodge, and 
endeavor fo to arrange the work and 
bufinefs of the Lodge as to clofe the fame 
at or before ten o’clock, P. M. 

Wardens. Section Two. The Wardens Ihall 
affift the Matter in the difcharge of his 
duties, and in his abfence fliall prefide. 

Treafurer. Section Three. The Treafurer fliall 
demand of the Secretary, every month, 
all the moneys he fliall have colleded, on 
account of the Lodge, giving his .receipt 
therefor, and fliall pay them out on fuch

bilk as the Committee of Finance may 
approve, or invert them in fuch a manner 
as faid Committee may unanimoufly 
dired. His accounts fhall at all times be 
subjed to the infpedion of the Committee 
of Finance, and he {hall render annually 
[and oftener if by them required,] to faid 
Committee a detailed account of all the 
financial concerns of the Lodge. 

Section Four. The Secretary (hall Secretary, 
keep a full, fair and impartial record of 
the proceedings of. the Lodge; fhall notify 
all Committees of their appointment ; 
ifsue Summonfes and Notifications, when 
direded by the Mafter; report, at each 
Quarterly Meeting, all delinquencies in 
payment of dues and in attendance ; colled 
all moneys due to the Lodge, and pay 
them over to the Treafurer every month; 
and fhall fubmit his books to the ex- 
amination of the Committee of Finance 
whenever required. 

He fhall record, in a book prepared 
for the purpofe, the names of all perfons

expelled for un-mafonic conduct, or re- 
jected as candidates for the degrees, by 
any Lodge within the jurifdiCtion of the 
Grand Lodge of Maffachufetts, together 
with the name of the Lodge, and the date 
of fuch expullion or rejection. 

The Chaplain ftiall 
conduCt the devotional exercifes of 
the Lodge, under the direction of the 
Matter. 

Section Six. The Marfhal ihall or- 
ganize the Lodge for the purpofe of 
opening; form and regulate procefiions; 
introduce vifitors, and be, in all cafes, 
under the immediate direction of the 
Matter. 

Section Seven. The Senior Deacon 
fliall convey the orders of the Matter from 
the Eaft to the Weft, and elfewhere as he 
may be directed ; receive candidates at the 
door, and, in the abfence of the Marfhal, 
Ihall organize the Lodge and introduce 
vifitors. 
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Section Eight. The Junior Deacon

fliall be under the direction of the Senior 
Warden; fliall convey his meflages from 
the Weft to the South, and elfe where as 
directed ; fliall direft the preparation of 
candidates ; conduit them to the door, 
and deliver them to the Senior Deacon.

Section Nine. The Stewards fliall be 
under the direction of the Junior Warden ; 
fliall convey his meflages from the South 
wherever directed ; fliall affift in the 
preparation of candidates, and direft the 
care of the Regalia.

The Organift fliall 
prefide at the Organ, under the direftion 
of the Worfliipful Mafter.

the relief of diftreffed members, their 
widows and minor children, upon the 
recommendation of faid “ Members’ Com- 
mittee,” and by vote of the Lodge. The 
unexpended income of this fund, and all 
donations made to this fund, fhall be 
yearly added to the principal. 

Section Three. Every member, who 
fhall refign or forfeit his memberfhip, 
fhall, at the fame time, forfeit all right, 
title and intereft in the funds and property 
of the Lodge. 

Section Four. The income of the 
Lodge, other than that derived from the 
Members’ Fund, fhall be appropriated for 
the neceffary and incidental expenf’es of 
the Lodge; for the relief of diftreffed 
members, and for fuch other charities as 
fhall be authorized by vote of the Lodge. 

Section Five. Should this Lodge 
unfortunately fall into decay, fo that, for 
the fpace of one year, it fhall number lefs 
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than feven members, or fail to hold, during 
that period, regular Quarterly Meetings 
at which there fhall be prefent at leaft 
three members, it fhall be the duty of the 
members forthwith to furrender, to the 
care and difpofal of the Grand Lodge of 
Maffachufetts, the Charter, Jewels, Re- 
cords, Funds and other property, of what- 
ever name or nature, belonging to the 
Lodge. 

Provided, however, that under what- 
ever circumftances faid property fhall be 
furrendered to faid Grand Lodge, the 
“Members’ Fund,” (fee Article V., Sec. 
2,) fhall not be diverted from the purpofe 
to which it was originally confecrated, 
but fhall be held in truft by faid Grand 
Lodge, the income to be appropriated, at 
the dijcretion of faid, Grand Lodge , for the 
foie ufe and benefit of the members legally 
entitled thereto, their widows and minor 
children, fo long as any fuch fhall furvive. 

Provided, further, that with the reftora- 
tion of faid Charter, at any time, to the

No expenfe {hall be 
incurred in the name of this Lodge, for 
other than the ordinary, necefiary purpofeS, 
unlefs an appropriation for the fame {hall 
have been previoully voted.

the dilburfement of the income from the 
fame, (fee Article V., Sec. 2.) The Trea- 
furer Ihall not be eligible to eledion upon 
this Committee.

ARTICLE VII. 

Candidates for Member/hip. 

Members, Section One. Candidates for Mem- 
admi'tted! berlhip ihall be propofed, through the 
Matter, at a Members’ Quarterly Meeting. 
The ballot fliall firft be taken upon the 
quettion “ Shall he be propofed “? ” If one 
negative appears in the ballot, no record 
fliall be made thereof. Should the ballot 
be clear, the proposition fliall be referred 
to a Committee, who fliall report thereon 
at the next Quarterly Meeting, when the 
final ballot fliall be taken. Should one 
negative then appear, he fliall be recorded 
as rejeded. If admitted, he fliall fign the 
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By-Laws and pay the ufual Fee, before he 
can exercife the privileges of a member. 
No candidate for memberfhip (hall be 
finally balloted for unlefs his name {hall 
have been borne upon the notifications for 
the meeting, at which fuch ballot {hall 
be taken. 

Section Two. Any member, who 
{hall negled to fettle his account with the 
Secretary for three months after the fame 
{hall become due, {hall be notified by the 
Secretary of his delinquency. And if he 
lhall continue the fame negleft for three 
months after fuch notification, and lhall 
fail to fetde the fame upon demand there- 
after made, he lhall forfeit his memberfhip 
in this Lodge, by vote of a majority of 
the members prefent, at the next Quar- 
terly Meeting.

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ORIGIN OF THE LODGE. 

Winslow Lewis Lodge owes its exiftence 
to the neceffities of the Fraternity of which it 
is a member. 

With the exception of the Germania Lodge, 
working in a foreign language, no Lodge had 
been inftituted in Bofton, city proper, for half a 
century. 

The popularity of the inllitution at this time 
crowded its doors with eager applicants. Of 
thele, enough were admitted to compel the 
exifting lodges to devote all their time and 
energies to the mere ceremonies of initiation, to 
the entire exclufion of Mafonic lectures from 
their juft and true place in the lodge. 

The focial element was, by the amount of 
bufinefs, driven from the lodge room ; and 
members paffed their time more after the fafhion 
of vifitors at theatres, than in the focial com- 
munion of brethren of one happy family, as 
they ought to do. 



At the urgent reqiieft of many brethren, and 
in accordance with the ttrongly expreffed wifh 
of the Grand Matter, fixteen active members of 
St. John’s Lodge, — the oldeft lodge on this 
continent, — after being joined by others, with 
feelings of reludance at parting from their 
Mafonic mother, obtained a difpenfation, by the 
unanimous vote of the Grand Lodge, on the 
twenty-feventh day of December, 1855. 

It fhould be remarked, however, that thofe 
who were officers and members of St. John's 
Lodge, continued to ferve their honored parent 
during the entire year of the difpenfation; 
whereby Ihe was faved any inconvenience from 
their departure. 

After a year of great profperity under the 
difpenfation, a charter was, by entire unanimity, 
granted by the Grand Lodge, Dec. 10th, 1856, 
and the lodge was regularly confecrated on the 
26th of the fame month, by the M. W. Window 
Lewis, Grand Matter, affifted by the R. W. John 
T. Heard, Ading Deputy Grand Matter, and 
other eminent Mafons. The occafion was one 
of the greateft imprefiivenefs, owing to the 
relations between the lodge and the Grand 
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Mafter, who announced thefe ceremonies to be 
his laft official ad. 

The name of the lodge was feleded, becaufe 
of the ftrong perfonal friendfhip exifting between 
the members of the new lodge and the Grand 
Mafter, added to a high appreciation of his 
untiring and invaluable labors for the good of 
the inftitution, and of his great worth as a good 
man and a true Mafon. 

The conftitutional confent was given by St. 
Andrew’s Lodge, together with the ufe of their 
regalia, until the new lodge fupplied themfelves; 
which ad of brotherly love was fully appreciated 
by Window Lewis Lodge, who prefented a 
gavel to St. Andrew’s Lodge, as an emblem of 
their defire that the two lodges fhould be ftrongly 
welded together. 

The fuccefs of the lodge, in the amount of 
work, and in its financial profperity, has more 
than equalled the anticipations of its founders; 
and their anticipations in other refpeds have 
been, to a great extent, realized. 

In reviving the ancient, but long forgotten 
pratiice, of requiring real proficiency, before 
advancement from one degree to another, they 




have been as fuccefsful as they could be, in the 
abfence of any pofitive requirement from the 
Grand Lodge. 

By limiting its number, and requiring a larger 
fee for memberfhip than ufual, it is hoped that 
the focial element, for which, in a great meafure, 
the lodge was founded, may be fecured, and by 
means of the “ Members’ Fund,” to ettablifh a 
permanent charity. 

The Matter’s elegant Jewel, made in London, 
and prefented by the Grand Matter, and the other 
Jewels made to correfpond with it in ftyle and 
finifli, and all prefented by members of the 
lodge, are, together with the working tools and 
regalia, of a character of which the lodge may 
be juftly proud. 

This is but a flight (ketch of a hiftory occu- 
pying many pages on the records, of great 
intereft to the members, and full of pleafing 
incidents, which are now fo green in their 
memories that it is deemed unneceflary, at 
prefent, to publifli them. 





DR. LEWIS’ ADDRESS 


AT THE CONSECRATION OF 

“WINSLOW LEWIS LODGE,” 

BOSTON, DEC. 26, 1856. 


Amid the varied embarraflments of a varied life, of the 
many portions in which circumftances have placed me, 
where there was a demand for readinefs of adlion or of 
fpeech, — and there have been many, when, by a fpecies of 
“floundering,” I have efcaped, furprifed at the furvival, — 
none has fo palled my ferenity, or fo overcome my felf- 
pofleffion, as the prefent one. I have addrefled Lodges 
abroad in bad French, — have ventured, in worfe Italian, 
a fpeech to the Grand Duke of Tufcany, and even fuc- 
ceeded tolerably with his Holinefs Pius IX. But thefe all 
were fuch as befall the many who vifit fuch“ lions,” or 
witnefs the “ elephant” here and there. This has a more 
difficult afpedt, producing, W. Mafler, that unpleafant 
peculiar adlion, well known to thofe illy gifted in fpeech 
(not, fir, that you have fo fuffered,) where “vox haefit 
faucibus.” 

To you, Worfhipful Mafler, I addrefs myfelf, as both 
my Mafonic and Profelfional Brother — as one defervedly 
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high in both relations, with a heart for others* woes, and a 
fkill to minifter to the mind difeafed. And it would feem 
that Mafonry and medicine are not deemed incompatible 
by our Brethren — that there was almoft fome alliance or 
connexion between them. It certainly cannot be, that 
there is any difeafe in the Order ; and, therefore, thefe 
are fdeXed to that duty which they are fuppofed beft to 
underftand — the adminiftering to morbid bodies ! Surely 
not ! But the faX is determinate and prominent. Six 
of the Grand M afters of our venerable Grand Lodge were 
Phyficians. One fell, liberty’s firft martyr, on Bunker’s 
Heights, — three were Prefidents of the MafTachufetts Medi- 
cal Society, — one is now an eminent Profeflor of Surgery 
in the great school of Louisville, Ky., and the laft, is one 
not likely to fall for any fervice he may render his coun- 
try, nor has he any afpirations in that direction ! Neither 
has he been, or ever will be, Prefident of our State Medi- 
cal Society. The only compliment to be paid him is, that 
he prefided over the Grand Lodge of Maflachufetts two 
years, and no harm befell it ! Both the Encampments of 
this city are excellently managed by M. D.’s, both adepts 
in wielding the lance for health as for chivalry, — and all 
our Lodges are teeming with the fons of Efculapius. 

But the power, the extended peculiarity of the con- 
nexion, has been demonftrated this evening in the confe- 
cration of your new organization. It is chartered under 
the name of an humble Medical individual, known only 
as an aXive Mafon, and as one who cuts fociety with tol- 
erable fuccefs! By his official polition, you have been 
induXed to the privileges of fellow ihip with the Lodges. 
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Two of your firft officers are of the Medical Corps, and 
among you are included the profeffional Heads of the 
Houfe of Corre&ion, the Lunatic Afylum/and of the 
Quarantine, Deer Hland, and United States Marine Hos- 
pital. What an array to meet any emergency which may 
befall a Body ! And for thofe even who may require fafe 
keeping, you have the Matter of the Jail ! I truft, that 
this laft Brother may find his office a finecure as regards 
you all, and that you may never need his official hofpitality 
or fhelter ! With thefe and others, true and trufty, you 
now commence your career as a duly and regularly con- 
ttituted Lodge ; and now is the period for laying the bafis 
on which your fuperftru&ure is to reft, to regulate a plat- 
form of the requirements you demand from all who are to 
form your future affociates, of thofe who are to be ad- 
mitted to your Mafonic hearth. “ The Spiritual's,” to 
enfure the fuccefs of their operations, form a circle, and 
the efficiency of the manifeftations they deem dependent 
on the “ mediums ” being confcntaneous in their fenti- 
ments and feelings. One, not sufficiently imbued, breaks 
the harmony, and the efforts of the reft are null, in- 
effe&ive. So compofe your Mafonic circle, that the elec- 
tric chain may be unbroken, that the kindly fpark may 
be tranfinitted through all, without difcord of aftion or 
feeling — that the fame thrill of afte&ion fhall vibrate 
through every heart,, producing that glorious manifeftation, 
a Brotherhood dwelling together in peace and unity. You 
may not produce “ rappings,” but every heart will beat 
more vigoroufly with pleafure’s increafed pulfation. You 
may not receive “ communications ” from the fpirit land. 
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but be allured, all good angels hover over thole, who feek 
the well-being of their fellows — the promotion of diffufed 
happinefs. 

. How important is the ad by which another is added 
to our Order, — by which the “ Mr.” is baptized into 
“ Br.,” and alas ! how much to be deplored when one is 
rejeded from the privileges to which he may juftly be entitled! 
Consider well what ypu do with your great power, — with 
your black ball, — which may wound not only the fenfi- 
bilities but the reputation of a good man. Think before 
you ad. 

In the Lodges in France, and in the French Lodges in 
this country, whenever a ballot is taken for the folemn pur- 
pofe of admitting or rejeding, the box is placed on the 
altar, rcfting on the Holy Bible, fquare and compafles. 
The brethren advance fmgly, for a moment paufe, take the 
ballot, and making the lign of the degree, llowly depofit it. 
The effed of this is both impreffive and good. It reminds 
them, that what they are about to do, is an ad requiring 
calm conlideration, — an ad which involves deep refponli- 
bilities. Thus Handing alone, in the centre of the Lodge, 
before the Altar of God, with God’s Word there placed, 
with emblems alfo to remind him of his high duties, will 
the brother not lhrink from the exercife of the malevolent 
paffions, and let confcientioufnefs alone be his foie monitor? 
I commend this practice to your confideration. It will take 
a little more time, but its lofs will be your gain; 

My Brethren ! — This is the lait time that I shall be privil- 
eged to addrefs a Lodge as Grand Mailer, and the lad 
fubjed, but the firfl in importance, is the feledion of your 
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aflociates. I charge you, look well to, and ponder moft 
ferioufly on, the effect of every ballot caft for admiffion. How 
much evil one black Iheep may produce upon a whole flock ! 
how “ one bad voice will put twenty good ones out of tune ! ” 
Moft fepoufly do I emphaftze on the importance of the 
fevereft fcrutiny into all the qualifications and peculiarities 
of thofe who are to be admitted into the “ Houfehold of 
your Faith.” 

There are men, who, in the tranfa&ions of life, in their 
vocation, their bufinefs, are fair, juft and honorable ; humane 
and generous at times ; but who are endowed with a morbid 
excitability, a morbid jealoufy, imputing wrong to all who 
may differ from them, and fufpefting evil when none was 
pra&ifed or intended. Touch them, however gently, and 
they explode, making confufion and ftrife, ftirring up the 
angry paflions, painful recriminations and difcord ; ever 
carping at the motives and a&ions of thofe whofe judgments 
differ from their own ; fcanning with the moft acrid feverity, 
and eagerly watching for an expreflion, aye, even for a look, 
on which they may ejedl their venom. Such, gifted with 
the. power of “ talk,” (and generally fuch are loud and 
conftant declaimers,) “ vox et praeterea nihil,” will too oft 
infufe their poifon into the minds of the younger, collett 
around them a coterie, call this, perhaps, “ young America,” 
and all others “old fogies.” For them, age, experience, 
long tried fidelity, are not the refpe&ed eflentials. They 
would plough up the old soil without improving it, difturb 
the features of its ancient fields, without any addition to 
their beauties, e'en though they fhroud themfelves, and all 
with them, in the duft and fmoke of their innovations. Keep 
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fuch out of your fraternal fan&uary ; but if, unluckily, you 
receive them, keep them down, if you wifli to keep your- 
felves uf. Scan well and probe deeply into the motives of 
thofe who would pafs your threfhold. Look to it, that they 
are not influenced by expe&ations of mere perfonabintereft 
or selfifh advance. To Freemafonry they are ufelefs. In 
them, you receive no acceflion. Both parties are aggrieved 
and difappointcd. They find not what they fought, nor you 
what you hoped for. They throw no incenfe on the altar 
of the heart. They add no fuel to keep alive the facred 
flame of Brotherly Love and Relief. 

They are called to give, when they looked to receive. 
The real fund of Brotherhood and Friendfhip, of which they 
are made ftockholder9, to fuch is of no account. To them,; 
44 it don’t pay,” and the only Satisfaction that will accrue to 
you is, that they will not trouble you long with their 
attendance ; but to you, the regret will attach, that, through 
you, drones have been added to a good hive, bringing no 
fweets, producing no addition, but a miferable numerical 
one. Secure to yourfelves thofe who give the promife of 
becoming ufeful as members of your Lodge, thofe who are 
capable of appreciating, and will devote their minds to its 
ritual, qualify and inftrudt themfelves to fill the important 
Rations as officers and leaders in the caufe. Failing to fecurc 
fuch, how large may be your numbers, but how weak your 
organization ! — how ineffedlive, how lifelefs, how totally 
unimpreflive your ceremonials ! and confequently how feeble 
the imprefs on your initiates ! I have feen the moft folemn 
degree of Mafonry gone through with , (that is the proper 
phrafe,) and its imprefs on the recipient fall cold and power- 
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lefs. The fublime monitions came as it were from a machine, 
an automaton. “ Words- that Ihould burn,” were uttered 
by icy lips, from a frozen foul — from a ftolid mind. That 
fame degree has been given, where the candidate has evinced, 
by his emotions, his tears, that his heart was reached to its 
very centre, was penetrated to its keeneft and beft fufeepti- 
bilities — and why ? Becaufe it was properly adminiftered, 
by one who underftood and' felt, and could communicate, 
with the ftrong force of a&ion and delivery. This was the 
touch of “ Ithuriel,” quickening into life, — the other, the 
deadening weight of a ftupid Boeotian. The one, the inani- 
mate statue, the other, the vital, breathing, warm original. 
Scle& for your officers, thofe whofe poiition in fociety is 
prominent, well known and efteemed, — not for their worldly 
wealth, but for the eminence of their chara&ers, for honefty, 
benevolence, moral worth and intelligence. The world 
looks to our officers as our “ Reprefentative Men,” as the 
exponents of our principles and actions. Show to it, that 
your jewels are alfo thofe who are prized as citizens, as hon- 
ored members of the general community. Befides chara&er 
and poiition in life, knowledge of the work and ledhires, 
there are other requirements, — courtefy, mildnefs, judgment, 
grace, fhould be fought for in your choice. Place no di&ator 
at your head — no “lex et ego” autocrat. The car of 
Mafonry needs no fuch drivers, and *t is a truifm, “ from 
where there is no judgment, that the heavieft judgment 
comes.” 

My brethren, receive thefe fuggeftions from one deeply 
interefted in your welfare and fuccefs, crude and disjointed 
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as they are, unpolifhed and unadorned, — though they may 
lack mind, the heart is not wanting. 

And now, how can I thank you for the great compliment, 
aye, for the greateft honor of my life ? In “ ftoried urn or 
animated buft,” pofthumous rewards and praifes are given to 
the departed. But, here, while among you, with the chance 
whether my humble reputation may be fuftained or loft, you 
have founded an inftitution, and attached to it my name. 
Be allured, it will be the ftrongeft incentive to preferve the 
little I poflels of what is good, and if that little fhould be 
lefs, you may ftill preferve your name without a blufh, by 
uling ftill the fame, which, throughout a long, ufeful life, in 
the performance of life’s higheft duties, was attached to an 
old Malon, my honored Father: My grateful thanks to you 
all, and though the unpretending name on your banner will 
not excite your emulation in a caufe whofe courfe is onward 
and upward, may it remind you of one who did his belt of 
what God had favored him, in advancing that Order, whofe 
end is “ Peace on earth, good will to men.” 

To thofe who have juft commenced their Mafonic career, 
permit me, who have reaped fo much of the harveft of my 
life’s happinefs from its fertile fields, enjoyed fo profufely of 
its bleffings through fo long a period, now, as my official 
duties are almoft clofed, to declare with gratitude, that to 
this connexion I am indebted for the beft friends, the beft 
focial bleffings that can accrue to one, without the pale of 
his own family hearth. So may you all thus find the result 
with you in your new fraternal relation. May the light 
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now kindled on your altar, fhed on your paths the moft 
genial and cheering radiance.

Prefide at your meetings, 

Afiist you to find 
True pleafure in teaching
